Plans for change at 


the 


Woburn Mall in the works

‘WOBURN - Plans are in the 
works for changes at the 
Woburn Mall, though Chuck 
Irving, principal with mall 
owners KGI Properties, said he 
can’t say just what, yet. 

“There's no question we'll be 
tearing down pieces of the mall 
and building it back up again,” 

“We do anticipate it will 
remain a mall,” he added. 

Irving also noted the mall 
would remain open during the 
renovation, and most, if not all, 
of the tenants are slated to 
remain. 

“With Lowe's and Kohl’s com- 
ing in, the attractiveness of the 
area has gone up quite a big,” 
Irving said, and the mall has 
been approached by “a number 
of tenants interested incoming 
in.” 

Irving wouldn’t name the 
potential tenants or specific 
plans for the site.

“I’m sorry to be so cryptic,” 
he said, but “I want to make 
sure we know what we're doing 
before people anticipate.” 

However, he added with a 
laugh, “Somebody told me the 
other day I was buying the 
Asian restaurant and putting in 
a six story parking garage. I’m 
denying that one.” 

Irving said KGI Properties 
bought the mall about 18 
months ago. Surveyors have 
been spotted at the site over the 
past few weeks, leading to 
much speculation. 

Mayor John Curran said he 
met with mall representatives a 
few weeks ago and his under- 
standing is they're looking into 
a possible expansion, with the 
addition of some medium size 
retailers, 

Curran said he believes there 
would be an expansion of space 
with perhaps more specialized 
openings such as A.J. Wright's 
or Panera’s into the mall. 


“Parking is an issue,” Curran 
said, noting mall owners would 
“have to make better use of 
parking in back.” 

Of the plans he’d heard so far, 
Curran said it would “be a bet- 
ter facility overall,” but it still 
has to “go through a significant 
permit process.” 

Irving said the owners are 
hoping to make some decisions 
and “get in a process with the 
town this year,” with construc- 
tion also beginning this year. 

‘The Woburn Mall was built in 
1977 and opened in 1978, accord- 
ing to mall manager Lori 
Medeiros. 

According to the Koffler 
Group website, the mall is cur- 
rently 237,000 square feet on a 
23 acre site. It is located just off 
Route 128 at the intersection of 
Mishawum Road and 
Commerce Way in East 
Woburn.

IRA SAVERS 


To help low-income workers 
save for retirement, the govern- 
ment offers a special incentive, 
starting with this year's return. A 
tax credit, up to $1,000, is 
designed to cover up to fifty per- 
cent of the amount that workers 
who qualify contribute towards 
an IRA or an employee-sponsored 
retirement account. 

The credit ranges from ten to 
fifty percent of the IRA pay-in, 
depending on income. Those who 
earn $15,000 or less qualify for 
the full credit, up to $1,000 or one 
hundred percent of their tax bill, 
whichever is less. Over $15,000 
but below $16,250 gets a twenty 
percent credit, and up to $25,000 
income gets a ten percent credit. 

Unfortunately, most low-paid 
workers probably won't be able 
to scrape up enough to save. 
Young adults with low salaries- 
and parents or grandparents will- 
ing to help- can benefit from this 
credit, as long as they are over 18, 
not full-time students, and not 
being claimed as dependents on 
someone else's return.

There is a 
late registration postmark 
deadline of May 23, but an 
extra fee is charged for late 
registrations. 

ACT scores are accepted by 
virtually all U.S. colleges and 
universities, including all Ivy 
League schools, and are used 
by colleges along with high 
school grade point average and 
other information for admis- 
sions decisions and to help 
place students in appropriate 
level courses. The test fee is $25 
($28 in Florida).

The ACT Assessment is given 
in all 50 states. It is curriculum 
based, designed to measure a 
student’s academic achieve- 
ment and the appropriate 
course level for college place- 
ment. It is not an “aptitude” 
test and the English section 
contains no analogies. There 
are four sections to the exam: 
English, reading, math and sci- 
ence. It reflects the curriculum 
that is taught in the nation’s 
high schools, and the academic 
skills that students need to 
know when they begin their 
first year of college. The ACT 
Assessment was taken over two 
million times last year by col- 
lege bound students.

But the most curious attraction for me is 
the Chinese herbal pharmacy which takes up almost the full side- 
wall of the store. Unfamiliar dried-plant herbal medicine fills a 


yang, and chi, you will see. Whatever ails you, there is a potion of 
elixir to fix you. And if you still want more, there’s another door. 
Down the street and around the corner at 75 Harrison Avenue, the 
“Nam Buk Hong’ is Chinatown’s most complete herbal remedy 
shop. Small, smaller than my kitchen. As you walk in, one whole 
wall is stocked from floor to ceiling with the unorthodox and the 
exotic, Packaged for ease, cure-alls to please, all in Chinese. 

With so many restaurants it’s safe’to say that while you’re walk- 
ing along, shopping around, you're sure to find many tempting 
places to eat. The “Pho Hoa” at 17-19 Beach Street is a favorite of 
mine. Bigger than most, but still not big, with tables 
and chairs, natural walls and big, wide windows, “Pho Hoa” is 
fresh and simple. Vietnamese soup is their specialty and I can tell 
you that this soup is to die for. Served in really large, deep, heavy 
ceramic bowls, you have your choice of meat, chicken or fish to 
pick from. The base, a delicious chicken wonton broth, is filled 
with crisp Chinese vegetables, broccoli, pea pods, onions and 
mushrooms. Settled in the bottom of the bowl is a mountain of the 
most wonderful tasting Chinese flat noodles that I’ve ever had. 
Wholesome and satisfying, with eye appeal to appease the gods, 
this is a meal that you can feel, that I’m sure can heal. A deal at

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Beware the recipe for a perfect disaster 


Dear Editor: 

If I wanted to create a recipe 
for disaster in Wilmington, how 
would I do it? Well, I would 
probably try this: 

1. Part arrogance. After all 
even though I have attended 
few if any finance committee 
meetings and have not person- 
ally been responsible for 
preparing a single municipal 
budget I certainly know more 
than.“the town administration.” 

2. Parts spending. Even 
though the town manager has 
proposed using $3.0 million or 
so next fiscal year from “free 
cash” to avoid cuts in services 
and avoid layoffs of teachers, 
police officers, fire fighters, 
public works personnel and 
other support personnel as is 
happening all over the state 
and even though the town man- 
ager has stated that it will be 
necessary to transfer between 
$500,000 and $1.0 million to 
cover deficits in this year's 
budget for snow and ice and 
other items I am going to pro- 
pose spending $3.5 million to 
create elderly housing. I don’t 
know ‘how much it will cost to 
operate the facility on a day-to- 
day basis or to maintain the 
facility but that is for someone 
else to figure out. I am also 


going to propose spending $3.6 
million to purchase land, that 
has already been determined 
by “the town administration” to 
be worth much less than that 
amount, to create a cemetery. 
Again I have no idea how much 
it will cost to operate and main- 
tain the cemetery, but that’s 
not my problem. 

Let's see, based upon my cal- 
culation the $9.0 million in free 
cash that “the town administra- 
tion” has irresponsibly taken 
from the taxpayers to use as a 
“rainy day fund” is now nega- 
tive $1.6 million to $2.1 million 
depending upon how much 
needs to be transferred to cover 
the current budget. 

OK. According to many state 
legislative leaders the state’s 
financial crisis will probably 
continue beyond next year 
which will likely mean that 
state aid to communities will 
certainly not increase and will 
likely continue to decrease. 

Let’s add a-cup-—of fiscal 
restraint. I will propose a 
moratorium to stave off the 
ability of property owners to 
build new homes and business- 
es and limit the new growth 
that has been partially respon- 
sible for creating the dreaded 
free cash. That should really 


curtail the town’s ability to 
bring in additional revenue. 
And when we need to borrow 
money to build the senior hous- 
ing the bond rating agencies 
can down grade the town’s 
bond rating because we have 
managed to take a $9.0 surplus 
and turn it into a $2.0 million 
deficit plus restricted the 
town’s ability to generate addi- 
tional revenue. The rating 
downgrade will result in higher 
borrowing costs, which should 
further exacerbate the town’s 
financial woes. 

Hopefully Wilmington’s regis- 
tered voters will elect 
Selectmen who don’t simply 
condemn the public officials 
who have worked tirelessly to 
get the town into a position to 
weather the current fiscal 
storm without drastic impacts. 

Hopefully Wilmington’s regis- 
tered voters will be suspicious 
of candidates Who tell them 
everything they want to hear 
and that the solutions are easy 
to achieve. 

And hopefully town meeting 
participants will look at the big 
picture when considering the 
articles on the town warrant.

ALERT program to share law enforcement information 


CAMBRIDGE - In an effort to 
increase dialogue, share infor- 
mation, and gather intelligence 
between law enforcement offi- 
cials,(Sheriff DiPaola has met 
with local chiefs of police and 
members of other law enforce- 
ment agencies, 

The sheriff has now held three 
regional meetings throughout 
Middlesex County to brief offi- 
cials on the Sheriff's Area Law 
Enforcement Release 
Transmission system. 

Ashland Police Chief Roy 
Melnick stated, “This is a great 
oppoftunity for law enforce- 
mentsuch as the state, sheriff, 
and local police agencies to 
Rene from enhanced commu- 


nication. This type of coopera- 
tion is what enables us to keep 
dangerous individuals off our 
streets and our communities. 
safe,” 

The Middlesex Sheriffs Office 
developed the Sheriff's Area 
Law Enforcement Release 
Transmission (ALERT) system 
to provide a continuing dia- 
logue among law enforcement 
agencies. 

The Sheriff's ALERT system 
utilizes today’s technology to 
rapidly disseminate informa- 
tion through daily email trans- 
missions to Middlesex County 
Law Enforcement agencies 
with an interest in an individ- 
ual’s release from their cus- 


tody, 

“This is a valuable tool for 
today’s crime fighter, which is 
why the MSO will utilize the 
World Wide Web to communi- 
cate reel time information use- 
ful to law enforcement,” said 
Sheriff DiPaola. 

“The year 2003 brings with it 
Myriad new responsibilities 
and applications in the area of 
public safety. One thing that 
has not changed is our shared 
responsibility to preserve that 
safety. My goal is to use new 
aaa in an effort to form 

and enhance 
the | level and quality of par 
safety that we provide,” 
Sheriff DiPaola. 


The Sheriff's ALERT system 
provides pertinent information 
such as old and current photos, 
photos of tattoos and other dis- 
tinguishing marks, gang affilia- 
tions, and known associates. 
Authorized law enforcement 
agencies can build their own 
searchable databases from 
these daily ALERTs.

Wayne Vokey and his wife, Mary, accepted a 
banner in recognition of their son, Daniel, who 
graduated from Shawsheen Tech in 2000 and is 
currently in Iraq serving in the Navy with the 
legendary Seabees. The Vokeys have lived in 
Wilmington for the last ten years, but Wayne, the 
family’s patriarch, grew up here and graduated 
from Wilmington High School with the class of 
1975. 

“This is great for the town to do,” Vokey stated. 

The Seabees were formed in the days following 
Pearl Harbor when this nation was thrown unex- 
pectedly into World War II and was given the 
task of snatching victory from the tightening 
jaws of defeat. There was an immediate need for 


sailors who could build, and the Seabees were 
created to fill that need. Since that time, the 
Seabees have served as the naval construction 
team and are generally charged with building 
shore based-facilities under battle conditions. 

In Iraq the Seabees have spent the majority of 
their time building bridges to allow coalition 
forces to cross rivers and canals. They have 
often found themselves in the line of fire. 

“I have not been able to read the newspapers or 
watch TV or even listen to the radio until the last 
couple of days,” Mary Vokey stated while proud- 
yy holding her Blue Star Banner. 

Wayne Vokey, however, has found a unique way 
to keep tabs on his son’s situation. Daniel 
Vokey’s battalion is hosting an embedded jour- 
nalist who is keeping a daily journal of thelr 
exploits. The journal of Dani Dodge, of the 
Ventura County Star, can be found at www.insid- 
eve.com <http://www.insideve.com/> . Scroll 
down and click on “Seabees” on the left hand 
side of the screen. 

Dodge’s accounts are moving, compelling, 
inspiring, and yes, often terrifying. Daniel Vokey 
himself is quoted in Dodge’s April 1st entry, in 
which she reports on the construction of a bridge 
that the Seabees completed in just four days 
while under extremely difficult conditions. 

“There’s really no difference between this and 
training, except it’s more tense,” Dodge credits 
Vokey as telling her. 

The quote, when taken in context, offers an 
understated example of a brave US soldier 
downplaying the adversity presently being faced. 

Cain expressed his extreme satisfaction in 
being able to, in some small way, show the town’s 
appreciation to its brave citizens, 

“We are proud, as a town, of the citizens of 
Wilmington who serve their country in times of 
war,” Cain stated after the meeting. “There isn’t 
anyone among us who doesn’t know someone 
who is serving, and there is no one among us

BILLERICA - Like all the

WAKEFIELD - “I don’t vote for bullies,” 


read one TG 


sign: held up at a recent peace rally in Boston. 
Bullying has become a hot topic in the last decade, 
since school shootings and aggression at sports events 
have been highlighted in the news. 
There are dozens of web sites devoted to bullying, 
addressing not just bullying in schools, but in the adult 


workplace and even in cyberspace. 


But what exactly is bullying? According to a fact 
sheet on safe schools from the Center for the Study 
and Prevention of Violence (CSPV) at the University 


of Colorado at Boulder, a stu- 
dent is being bullied when he 
or she is exposed, repeatedly 
and over time, to negative 
actions on the part of one or 
more other students. 

Bullying can be character- 
ized by three criteria: 

* It is aggressive behavior 
or intentional "harmdoing;" 

* It is carried out repeated- 
ly and over time; and 

¢ It is characterized by an 
imbalance of power. 

Bullying tends to become a 
problem in elementary school, 
peaks in middle school, and 
declines in the high school 


years. 

Dr. Paula Mullen, Principal 
of the Galvin middle school in 
Wakefield explained, “Bullying 
is a big problem in all schools. 
It is particularly difficult in 
Middle School, because the 
kids are going through differ- 
ent changes, and some make 
themselves feel better by 
putting someone else down." 

Mullen indicated that she 
tries to create a "climate that 
discourages bullying" at the 
Galvin, and stressed that. the 


eighth grade, the course is 
called Adolescent Issues. It 
meets every other day for a 
third of the year.” 

‘The class involves students 
in role playing and discusses 
reasons for miscommunication 
between students. The type of 


bullying Mullen sees the most? 

"Name-calling, definitely. 
Girls are more underground, 
but can be more vicious. Boys 
are right to your face, one 
might say something, the 
other throws a punch, and then 
it’s over. With girls, it can go 
on and on." 

Lynnfield Middle School 
principal Douglas Russell also 
said he sees less physical bul- 
lying and more teasing and 
what he calls, "button-push- 
ing...A child discovers. one 
thing that bothers another 
child and they feel they can 
control that child," said 
Russell. "To be honest, I see it 
more with girls than boys. 
Girls are less obvious, more 
subtle." 

Studies show that what 
these principals observed 
about boys and girls is gener- 
ally true. While boys tend to 
bully each other physically, 
girls use verbal abuse or mali- 
cious gossip, sometimes gang- 
ing up on one girl who may be 
"different" in some way. 

While boys who bully are 
often popular, girl bullies are 
not, according to a study of 
third- through fifth-graders at 
two urban schools in 
Pennsylvania. (Applied 
Developmental Science, April 
1988). 


Bullying Prevention 
Russell said the Lynnfield 
Middle School has a "zero tol- 
erance policy" on bullying. 
"We want to make sure that 
children feel they are safe and

not coming to school in dread. 
Our school psychologist and 
guidance counselor spend a tot 
of time teaching children 
about what constitutes bully- 
ing, how to avoid being bullied, 

“They work with children 
who may be perceived as bul- 
lies." 

These kinds of preventive 
measures work, according :to 
research carried out by psy- 
chologist Dan Olweus. Olweps, 
a professor at the University 
of Bergen in Norway, conduct- 
ed one of the first scientific 
studies on bullying. 

After three Norwegian boys 
committed suicide in 1982 as a 
result of severe bullying by 
their classmates, Olweus 
developed a school-based bul- 
lying intervention program. 

The program was so suc- 

cessful that within two years, 
incidents of school bullying in 
Bergen dropped by more than 
50 percent, Olweus’s book, 
Bullying at School; What We 
Know and What We Can Do, 
has been published in 15 lan- 
guages. 
, Key components of his pro- 
gram are increased adult 
supervision in all areas of the 
school, increased conse- 
quences for bullying behavior, 
and a clear message that bul- 
lying will not be tolerated. 

In addition, the adults at 
school must have the main 
responsibility for solving the 
problem, rather than the par- 
ents or the students.

According to Dr. Horsely, 
modern cataract surgery is 
truly a “miracle” treatment.

procedure is completed. The 
only restrictions immediately 
after surgery are those 
imposed by the sedative, 
requiring the patient to have 
someone drive them home. The 
next day, most patients can 
return to regular activities, 
with clear vision usually 
returning in seven to 10 days 
and complete healing in three 
to four weeks. Gone, says Dr. 
Horsely, are the days of eye 
patches, multiple medications 
and three months of severe 
restrictions and recovery. 

Dr. Blanchard now knows 
first hand why so many of his 
patients are-elated with the 
results of cataract surgery and 
why it is considered the most 
successful surgery in the*histo- 
ty of medicine.

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Bullying From s-1 


Why be so concerned about 
bullying? Isn’t it, after all, a 
part of growing up? Unfortu- 
nately, many don’t grow out of 
it at all. 

According to the National 
Youth Violence Prevention 
Resource Center, one study 
found that 60 percent of bullies 
in grades six through nine had 
at least one criminal conviction 
by age 24. 

Victims of bullying can suf- 
fer feelings of depression and 
low self esteem years after the 
bullying has stopped. Even 
more alarming, The U.S. 
Secret Service and the U.S. 
Department of Education found 
that about two-thirds of stu- 
dents involved in school shoot- 
ings said they were severely 
bullied by others. 

"In everyone’s mind, safety 
has taken on a new and differ- 
ent connotation from what it 
had 8 or 9'years ago," said Jim 
McGuire, Principal of the John 
W. Wynn Middle School in 


"School districts have revis- 
ited their safety procedures 
and policies." 

McGuire indicated that he 
sees mainly verbal bullying in 
school. 

"At the Middle School level, 
a really important part of their 
education is growing, socially 
and emotionally," he said. "We 
rely heavily on our guidance 
personnel. Kids are going to 
make mistakes. It is important 
they have someone to work 
with in the school, sending the 
message that this type of 
behavior is not tolerated." 

The Wynn School employs a 
“teaming" approach to student 
guidance. 


At the start of each school 
year, teams that include acade- 
mic teachers, special needs 
teachers, and guidance staff 
select themes to focus on with 
the students, themes such as 


“Respect.” 


While some parents do not ; 


reinforce the no-bullying policy 
at home, McGuire finds that 
most try to deliver the same 


message. . ° 
"On the whole, I am very 


pleased with the degree of 
parental cooperation we 
receive," he said. 

The state of Massachusetts 
took bullying seriously enough 


to hand out grants to selected 


schools for implementing anti- 


The Birch Meadow School in 
Reading received a two-year, 
$100,000 grant for this purpose, 
which allowed the school to pay 
stipends for staff to plan and 
coordinate the program. 

The program includes con- 
tracts that students and fami- 
lies sign agreeing to proper 

behavior, and students recite 
these codes of behavior weekly. 

Principal Richard Davidson 
is enthusiastic about the pro- 
gram. 

"Studies have found that 
children do not have the skills 
to resolve these issues them- 
selves," he said, adding that 
adults need to provide guidance 
to children who are being bul- 
lied. 

The school also has a “radio 
program" every Friday morn- 
ing which is broadcast over the 
school’s public address system, 
called the Circle Show, that fea- 
tures anti-bullying information, 
such as reminding children not 
to be passive bystanders if they 
see another child being bullied. 

Now in the second year of 
the anti-bullying program, 
Davidson had seen some inter- 
esting results, while surveys of 
youths in kindergarten through 
the third grade showed a 
decrease in bullying behavior, 
surveys of grades four and five 
showed an increase. 

"Apparently this is typical 
in the second year,” said David- 
son. "As the children get more 
sensitive to bullying behavior 
and more aware of what it is, 
they report jt more." Even 
though funding ends after this 
year, Davidson said the school 
is committed to their anti-bul- 
lying program, "We're into it 
for the long haul," he said.

Violence in the Media 

Another factor in childhood 
aggression is the media. Child 
psychologist Diane Levin, a 
professor at Wheelock College 
in Boston, gave testimony in 
1999 to the United States Senate 
Commerce, Science, and Trans- 
portation Committee Hearing 
on "Marketing Violence to Chil- 
dren.” 

Levin said there was a 
"massive change in children's 
play culture that could be
